to the Governor's Speech—-Hause of 
Assembly, Feb. 19. 


Mr. CHAIRMAN, . ’ 

‘THE 1%h article of the constitution requires 
that the Governor shall at each session, inform 
the Legisiature “of the comlition of the state as 
far as may respect his department, and to re- 
commend such matters to theiz consideration as 
shall appear,to hii to concern its good govern- 
ment, Welfgre-an<| prosperity.” - ; 
« The framers of the constitution evidently in- 
tended, that as the Governor holds his-.office for 
three yegrs, he should be constantly: watching 
over the great interests of the ‘state, and at eve- 
ry session, commugicyte to.the Legislature such 
information as would enable them to pass such 
laws as the prosperity of the suate required. ‘The 

. practice under this part of the constitution has 
beert-this : The Governor at the opening of the 
sessioh meets. both branches of the Legislature 
ad delivers a apéech, cod they severally return 
him an answer, and receive his reply. Permit 
me, here to ¢xpress my concurrence in the opin- 
ion avowed by the learned gentleman, (Doctor 
Mitchell) from. New-York? that the practice of 
delivering speeches, and returning answers, has 

syencrated into useless pageantry. When a 
Governor, as 2 Civil magistrate, meets a Legisla- 
tive body,. and reads over to them a speech, 
three fourths of which lias no relation to subjects 
over which they have any legislative controul, 
whea they make a formal answes, and march up 
in a body to deliver it to his Excellency, and re- 
ccive his reply, the proceedings exhibit more of 
pomp than of wisdom. His Excellency, in his 
sj:-ech, to which we are now to agree upon an 
answer, has given us a just picture of desolated 
kingdoms, and fields covered with the dead, sac- 
rificed to the mid ambition of Princes, as a mon- 
itory lesson to the Americar people, to shun the 
evils which the inhabitarts of the old world are 
doomed to sufler. But it is to be lamented that 
his Excellency has made some declarations cal- 
culated, as far as his influence ean effect it, to 
thicken that dark cloutl which hangs cver our 
prospects of peace. Before I notiee the partic- 
ular parts of his Excellency’s speech to which I 
allude, and examine the relative merits of the 
answers upon our table, permit me'to notice an- 
other remark made by the learned gentleman 
from New-York. He says, that mankind are 
now, a8 they have been for ages past, and that 
the American people are not more wise and en- 
lightened than the nations of Europe. We have 
long been told, sir, that we were the most en- 
lightened peopte on earth, and thank God we 
have yet one monument of our superior wisdom. 
We have a government under our own controul 
which eansot be wicldcd by one man to our t tng 
truction. «Here, no man can say } have been in- 
sulted by denpiccen, and compet his fellow-citi- 
zens to-wade in blood to revenge the insinuation. 
No, sir, here the

the affront. {Is not our exemption 
ha situation a marked proof of our po- 
m? Yes, sir, and every attempt to 
draw us our attachment to peace—to as- 
similate onditicn to the nations of Europe— 
every attempt to rouse us to war when the inter- 
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honor. They will poiut to conquered and en- 
saved kinedoms to the conflagrations which 

hey have kindled with American ships and mer- 

iandise, as proofs of their wisdoin and their 
‘etermination to wee freedom on the secs. And 
Oo prove to you their love of justice, their reti- 
“ious observance of treaties, and their humanity, 
hev will point to the American smp Tforizon, 
tranded upon their coast, and vel you she had 
been drivemby a tempest upon their shore, cand 
was therefore good and tawfal prize ; and if this 
he not enough to establish their claims, they W iu 
‘pena prison door and shew you a group of Amer- 
ican captains and seamen pale as the tenants of a 
rrave. The British nation too, that proud imis- 
‘ress of the ocean, will claim pre-eminence in WIs- 
domand valor. But believe me,sir, they will nev- 
er point to Bunker’s Hill, to Saratoga, or to \ ork- 
Town to prove that they are more vahiant than 
Americans. No, sit, they will point to the East- 
Indies, the richest part of creation, subjected to 
the avaricious grasp of British merchants. ‘I hey 
will point to the battle of 7 rafalgar—to the city 
of Copenhagen enveloped in flames—to the Da- 
nish navy towed into Brit 


ish ports—to American 
seamen, compelled to fight their battles ; and 
were admiral Berkeley to finish the picture, he 
might point to the deck of the Chesapeake, 
stained with American blood. If you ask the 
Emperor of France why are Holland, Italy and 
the German Empire subjected to his will—why 
the king of Spain was decoyed from his throne, 
and held a prisoner in France—why in open VI- 
olation of a treaty, American ships are captured 
and burnt, and American property sequestered 
in the ports of France? he will answer, that 
these acts were necessary to break down the ty- 
anny of Great-Britain and establish the freedom 
of the seas! Ask Great-Britain why she has sent 
armies into Spain—why she capiured the Danish 
navy—why she has issued orders imyurious to 
our trade—why she has captured and condemn- 
ed our ships? she will answer, to treak down 
the power of Bonaparte, and establish freedom 
on the continent. And thus, sir, we see that the 
emperor of France, who controuls nearly the 
whole of the continent of Europe, is satisfied 
with the liberty which reigns on the land, but 
pretends that our ships and commerce must be 
sacrificed to establish the freedom of the seas. 
And the nation whose navy covers the ocean is 
satistied with the freedom of the seas, but pro- 
fesses to be solicitous about the freedom of the 
land. And what, sir, is the fair inference to be 
drawn from all their acis ? To my mind, sir, it 1s 
this, that we are not to expect favors from cl- 
ther of them—that we are to expect no justice 
from either of them, except that which is dictat- 
ed by their interests. But, sir, although I be- 
lieve that both France and Great-Britain are gov- 
erned by motives of interest, yet nations as well 
as individuals will generally promote thew in- 
terest by being just. And if we can discover 
which of those nations are the most interested 
to obtain our good will, from that nation, we May 
with almost absolute certainty calculate we shall 
receive the most justice. And if we can ascer- 
tain with which of those nations it is most to our 
interest to be at peace, with that nation, it 1s our 
duty, as patriots, to cultivate a good understan- 
ding, avd not by our intémperance provoke a 
wea. 

And, sir, although amongst ourselves we may 

indulge the opinion, that we are the wisest, the 
most polite and honorabe people on earth, yet 
when we have ‘intercourse with other nations— 
when we have difficultics—when we have con- 
flicting interests and points of honor to adjust 
with them, we must mect them oa terms of per- 
fect equality, and adopt towards them language 
as courteous as we wish to receive ; we ought not 
to claim the right of juding for them what their 
interests and their honor require. No, sir, al- 
though every man of us who has enjoyed that 
indepepdence which was secured by the best 
blood of our countrymen, must abhor the tyran- 
ny of emperors or kings—yet the nations who 
prefer the splendor of royalty to the plain but 
certain enjoyments resulting from a government 
like ours, will clainY to be or equets; and it 
will be no mark of our wisdom, no evidence of 
our attachment to the liberties and hongr of our 
own country, to lavish on them charges of dad 
faith and dishonor. For between aations, as well 
as individuals, the rule ought to be observed, 
do unto others as you would wish others would 
do unto you. This is a rule prescribed by high 
authority, and with which honest men and na- 
tions wish to be thought to conform. And, shall 
we, the most enlightened people on carth, torture 
our inventions and murder the English language, 
to discover in the correspondence of a British 
minister an insinuation invpeaching the veracity 
of our secretary of state ? Depend on it, sir, a 
nation or an individual who hunts after an insult, 
is an enemy to peace: And I do believe that all 
of us both as members of society and as individ- 
uals will give strong evidences of our wisdom 
and patriotism by never noticing an asu/t until 
we are certain that it has been given. For my- 
self, sir, Lhave read the correspondence between 
the secretary of state and the British minister, 
and I cannot find in it evidence to warrant the 
declaration im his excellency’s speech, “ that the 
British minister has persisted in impeaching the 
veracity of our administration.” But, sir, [ ean- 
not hope-that gentlemen, who with his excellen- 
cy think they have found the insu/t, and who 
consider their skill in discevermy #7 as the strong- 
est proof of their sagacity and love of country, 
will readily agree that it isa phantom. No, sir, 
as long as they think they can benefit themselves 
by proclaiming the insu/? upon the house top or 
in the streets, we are to expect to hear their out- 
cry. But gentlemen upon this floor, who believe 
that the British minister has impeached the ve- 
racity of our’ Secretary of State, and think that 
thatisan-offence which ought to rouse the Ammer- 
ican people to indignation and revenge, would do 
well to remember that the British minister is not 
the British nation; they would do well to con- 
fine their abusive language to him, uatil they 
know whether his nation will approve or disap- 
prove of his conduct. 

The subjects of Great Britain, although not 
so wise, are flesh and biood as well as we are, 
and pretend to as high notions of honor; and 
shall we, the very moment that we complain 
that a British Minister has been indecorous, has 
inipeached the veracity of our administration,join 
his Exeeflency in charging the British govern. 
ment with dad faith, without proof to support 
the charge? In this way, sir, we give a conse- 
quence to the British Minister, which he never 
merited, and belittle ourselves, unless our ob- 
ject be to reader it impossible that our difficul- 
ties should be adjusted. Shall the American 
people be roused to way by the language of a 
British Minister, and yet think so meznly of 
themselves as to suppose, that the cfficial dec- 
larations of their Governors and legislative bod- 
ies, uncquivocally charging the British govern- 
iment with perfidy, will be disregarded by the 
British nation as ¢dle wind 2 HW declarations of 
this description are te have any effect, it must be 
to render it more difficult to miamtain peace. 

lnow ask, isitour mterest te be on gved 
terms with Great Britain? Let us hear his Ex- 
cellency on that subject. He says, that * with 
Great Britain an arrungement was effected in A- 
prillast, which at the stance time it evinced the im- 
partial and pacifie intentions of our administration, 
and a veturning sense of goed faith and uprizht 

conduct in the Cabinet gf St. James, diffused a 





vent an accommodation, ard hy charges of bed 


faith and perfidy to widen the breach between 


the two countries, or he who wishes that the 
door of reconciliation siould be Kept open, and 
that harmony may be restored? Or do gentic- 
men seriously expect tiat by charging the Brit- 
ish government and its Minister with bad faith, 
we shall sink the Brtish navy and make the 
King tremble on his chrone? The !owing of 
rams’ horns threw down the walls of Jericho ; 
but T doubt whether the noise of those who have 
joined the hue and err afier the insult, will he 
soeffectual. Let us again look at the Speech - 
His Excellency savs that the arrangement made 
in April last, “ ewnceda returning aense of good 
faith &e. in the Cabine of St. James.” This sa 
plain charge, that before that arrangement Was 
made, the cabinet of St James had violated their 
fuith—A breach of fath implies, the violation 
of some compact. Tak when, before that ar- 
rangement was made, had Great Britain viola- 
ted her faith? She vidated her faith with us 
when we were her subects.—She violated jus- 
tice and humanity na spreading desolation 
through our country bya seven years’ war. But, 
sir, we punished her for those outrages—we 
humbled her pride—wemade lier armies ground 
their arms—we compeled her, in opposition to 
the intrigues of Frame, to acknowledge our 
independence, and relinquish to us as much ter- 
ritory as we want.—A veaty was then made be- 
tween the two nations —She violated that trea- 
ty by not delivering upthe western posts, and 
alledged that we had violated it by passing 
laws which prevented ler merchants from col- 
lecting debts due to then before the revolution. 
These difficulties were afterwerds adiusted by 
the treaty negociated by Mr. Jay.—Cnder that 
treaty we prospered, anl she found it her inter- 
est to observe that treaty with good faith, and 
to treat us with respec. Here permit me to 
cite on authority upon tis subject. —Mr Jeffer- 
son, in his message to Ongress, on the 8th Nov. 
1804, savs, “with the nations of Europe in gene- 
ral, our friendship and ttercaurse is undisturded, 
and from the government: of the belligerents espe- 
cially, we continue to reive those friend/y munt- 
JSestations which ave jisdy due to an honest neu- 
trality, and to such gal offices consistent with 
that as we have ofsporrurties of rendering.” And 
in his speech of the 4th March, 1805, he says, 
* In the transactions ojyour foreign affairs we 
have endeavoured to culmiate the friendship of all 
nations, and especially othase with which we have 
the most imporiant relators ; we have done favor 
where favor was lawfuland cherished mutual in- 
terests and intercourse o fair and equal grounds.” 
It will be rememberedjaat when Mr. Jefferson 
made these declaration, which prove the good 
eonduct of other nation towards us, Jay’s treaty 
was inforee ; but the cemmercial part of it soon 
aflerwards expired ; aid with Great Britain we 
have since had no comnercial treaty, by the vi- 
olation of which she catd subject herself to 
the charge of bad faitn The declaration of 
his excellency was therfore incorrect, unless 
he intended to rake up tansactions which had 
been settled.—The answe on your table does 
not echo that part of hisexceliency’s speech ; 
beeause the authors of he answer supposed 
that a charge of bad faith,unless well founded, 
could answer no valuable »urpose.—And it is 
somewhat remarkable thatis excellency should 
be so liberal in his chargs of bad faith upon 
the British Government, atl not even intimate a 
similar charge against the 2mperor of France. 
Hisexcellency knows thatareaty exists between 
this country and France, ad he knows that in 
violation of that treaty, Fench decrees have 
been issued, American shipcaptured and burnt, 











and American seamen impisoned ; and yet his 
excellency does not preten that Bonaparte has 
violated his faith! Task, sr, who are our enc- 
nics in Great Britain? Te great body of the 
nation, sir, the men of piet, of science, the far- 
mers, the artizans and maufacturers of almost 
every description, are not ur enemies: They are 
interested in being at peae with us—When the 
government of Great Britin committed those 
acts of injustice which prodiced our vevelucivn, 
and during that memorabtc, md tous, glorious 
contest, were not the distingushed and virtuous 
part of the British nation ouracyocates? Yes, 
sir. Whigs delighted in the name of Chatham 
—it was the thunder of lis eloquence, connect- 
ed with the spirited remmstrances from various 
parts of that kingdom, Wiich aided our exer- 
tions in compelling the kng and his haughty 
ministry to yield to us alRthat freeman would 
ask? Kut the miseries in dreat Britain, produ- 
ced by that war,fell prin¢pally upon the poor 
who were our fricnds.—Nid should gentlemen 
succeed in discovering thi iasu/t, and dressing 
it up in such frightful feaures as to: make the 
American people believe ‘hat their honor was 
assailed, and that nothing jut sending thousands 
of their fellow men from gficld of battle to the 
grave, can Wipe away thestain which Jackson 
has fixed on our charact:r who will be the suf- 
ferers? Can we scize theolind monarch? Can 
we chastise his wicked mhisters? Shall we take 
Jackson and Berkley, ax crucify them? No! 
we may load our Gun Beas with our brave sea- 
men, ane send them to eertain death, by com- 
manding them to destroy the British navy, We 
may abandon ourclaim « wisdom—to "justice 
and humanity, and like Soths and Vandals, 
march into Canada, and tipse who have no oth- 
er evidence ef their being Americans but the 
cry of ¢nsult and Copenharer Jackson, may there 
»xthe themselves in the bled of women and chil- 
dren, until their honor, nov black as an Ethio- 
pean, is white as snow.—# the object be not 
war, with all its horrors,vhy incorporate into 
every public document intelation to eur foreign 
affairs, declarations calcul.ted to prevent an ac- 
commodation—-An indiviaa!l or a nation sin- 
cerely disposed to peace will not adopt lan- 
guage which can only leacto war. 

His exccllency, speskiry of the dismissal of 
the British minister by ow administration, says, 
“ They adopted towards himthe most moderate ind 
least irritating course of treatment.” Is this as 
correct as the declaration: of a governor ought 
to be? Would it not have been more mederaute 
and a lees irritating cowrse,.o liave applied to the 
British government, to real their minister, as 
the great Washington didto the government of 
Prance when her ministerinsulted our adminis- 
tration » But his excelleny, not content with 
expressing his opinion of this moderate course, 
gocs on, in the language d° proscription to say, 
that the conduct of our idminisiratien merits 
* The approbation and support of'every American 
who feels anxious to presere the honor and inde- 
peadence of his country.” lis excellency, when 
he made this speech, knev that many statesmen 
as distinguished as any in the nation, and who 
have shed as much blood toestablish our indepen- 
denee, as his excelency wuld shed to preserve 
that indcpendenee, did corsider the course pur. 
sued by our administratiovas hasty, and calcu. 
lated to jeopardize the prosperity of the nation. 
—And knowing this, it was as imprudent in his 
excelleney to make such prescriptive declara- 
tions, as it would now be indecorous in me to 
say, that no .dmerican whi feels anxious to pre- 
serve the peace, the honor ond the independence of 
our country, Can agree with his excellency, and 
return to him that echo to his speeeh offered by 
the learned gentleman.trom New-York. Again, 
his excellency, when speaking of the persons 
who manage the affairs of the nation, says, “ In 
their wisdom we may sately confide.” The com-

to the port of destination.—I_ cannot call that a 
wise measure which compels American mer- 
chants to pay freight to foreign vessels, orto sell 
the produce of our country at a bad market : 
But his excellency says, “* ¢ becomes us lo place 
a firm reliance on their patriotic exertions to devise 
such measures as may be best calculated to promote 
peace and prosperity, or provide for the security of 
our common country in the event of war!” If this 
be true, then indced his exccliency must have 
erred in supposing that our duties as a legisla- 
tive body were inhanced by the agitated state of 
the civilized world. —W here, sir, are the eviden- 
ces of our prosperity whici cali for cur conf- 
dence in the patriotic exertions of ser, adminis- 
tration? Are gentlemen ready to say, that be- 
cause our revenue has in three years fell from 
seventeen millions of dollars to six and a half, 
millions therefore our prosperity is greater than 
ever? If the loss of revenue arises from the wis- 
dom of our rulers—then indeed they have strong 
claims upon our confidence.--Again, his excclicn- 
cy says, “ For all the efforts of human wisdom di- 
rected by the present virtue in our rulers, may prove 
unavailing without that union, confidence and sufr 
port, which the venius of our government, the spir- 
it of patriotism and the dictates of reason, nature 
and christianity impose on the members of the com- 
munity.’ What confidence does the genius ot 
our government—the spirit of patriousm—the 
dictates of reason, nature and christianity im- 
pose on tue members of the community? 
Is ita confidence which takes from us a right of 
judging a tree by its fruits ? Is it a confxlence 
wnich precludes the right of examining for our- 
selves the acts of our rulers, and deciding wheth- 
er they have promoted or blasied the great in- 
teres's of the nation? Is it that blind confidence 
which a pollsted monk would impose upon his 
followers that they must beieve what he teach- 
€s, without looking inio the gospels for them- 
svlves? If this be the confidence recommended 
by his Excellency, I hesitate not to say, it is de- 
structive to our most invaluable rights. Why 
does our constitution secure to us the right of 
elections, unless the genius of our government 
requires that we should judge of public men by 
their works, and if we fiad them uiiwise or un- 
faithful, elect others ? Again, his excellency says, 
“© If the members and the head be united and act in 
concert na foreign power can endanger the life or 
safery of the political body.” ‘To tis fT will only 
say— Ifthe bind lead the blind, they will both 
fall into the ditch.” & have now noticed some 
of those parts of his excellency’s speech which 
sppear calculated to mislead rather than en- 
lighten the pubiic mind, and which, instead of 
promoting the peace and prosperity of the fha- 
uion, must, if they have any effect on our forcign 
relations, tend to render a restoration of harmo- 
ny more difficult. 

The committee who reported the answer on 
your table, very wiscly preferred the prosperity 
of their country to the humble office of echomg 
back the sentiments of hisexcellency, and I trust 
ihe committee will agree with their report. The 
substitute offered by the learned gentleman from 
New-York, contains many sentiments which do 
honor to his head and his heart, and in which I 
most heartily concur; but it also coniains de- 
clarations so nearly like those which I have no- 
ticed in his Excellency’s Speech, that it cannot 
be adupted, unless this committee are ready to 
siy ~dmen vO Whose imMpohtic measures of our 
admimstration, Which have laid waste the sour- 
ces of our wealth and prosperity, end jeopardi- 
zed the peace of the nation.
